Y’esterday General Osborne, United 
States Minister,whose name is a house¬ 
hold word in the River Plate, took 
leave of President Roca, and his beau¬ 
tiful and impressive address, which 
we give hereunder, is another proof of 
the extremely friendly relations which 
during his long residence here he so 
successfully cultivated, not only with 
the Argentine Government but with 
the Argentine people. We shall re¬ 
serve for another occasion our remarks 
on his long diplomatic career in the 
River Plate, which now, owing to the 
change of Government at Washington, 
is brought to a close. The following 
is his speech to the President delivered 
yesterday at the Government House, 
as also the address of the Hon. Mr. 
Hanna, the new American Minister, on 
presenting his credentials. 

There is no mistaking the fresh de¬ 
mocratic vein of earnestness that per¬ 
meates the address of the new Ameri¬ 
can Minister. We call the special 
attention of our readers to the paper. 
Mr. Hanna evidently comes amongst 
us determined to study the causes 
which check the trade between the two 
countries, and if possible to remove 
them. Where there’s a will, there’s a 
way, and we believe that we are ou the 
edge of great tariff changes which will 
lead to a grand development of trade 
between the two Republics. Five and 
twenty years ago the trade between the 
United States and the River Plate was 
more than double what it is now. In 
that great cycle of the world’s history 
sporadic efforts have been made to re¬ 
vive what the tariffs had destroyed. 
Both countries advanced and progres¬ 
sed beyond, perhaps, the dreams of 
their statesmen, and the ruling political 
party in the great United States, owing 
to the incalculable productive powers 
of that nation, at last becamo, as it 
wero, swamped in its own wealth. 

We shall not attempt the obituary 
of Protective Republicanism; it has 
taken long years to prove the blun¬ 
der. The American treasury to-day 
is overflowing with millions,the product 
of the most erring protective economy 
the world has ever witnessed. Pyra¬ 
mids of redeemed American stock attest 
the power and willingness of the Ame¬ 
rican people to pay off their debt, but 
this monument to National credit and 
honor has been constructed on the ruins 
of the country’s foreign trade; the Ame¬ 
ricans themselves now begin to see 
the error. And even through the ne¬ 
bula of a diplomatic speech we can see 
that Mr. Hanna comes amongst us de¬ 
termined to take our wool and send us 
in return American manufactures. We

ADDRESS OF THE HON. 
BAYLESS W. HANNA. 

Mr. President: 

I have asked this indulgence by Your 
Excellency, that I might have a suit¬ 
able opportunity to present an official 
letter, suggesting my recognition on 
the part of this Republic, as Minister 
Resident and Consul General of the U. 
States. To be placed so near this Gov¬ 
ernment, animated as it is with lofty 
aspirations, and so admirable for its 
patriotic achievements, is at once a 
pleasure and distinction any might 
seek with pardonable ambition. In 
this connection I have the honor, Sir, 
to extend to yourself, the illustrious 
Executive of this Government, the 
friendly salutations and cordial good 
wishes of the President of the United 
States. I can, indeed, but poorly ex¬ 
press his warm friendship for the Ar¬ 
gentine Republic, and his earnest hope 
that it may long continue among the 
nations of the earth, what it has so no¬ 
tably been in the past—a model of 
enlightened Government, and of the 
purest and broadest sense of equal and 
exact justice to all mankind. 

Personally, Sir, I deem it a distin¬ 
guished hon ;r to represent my Gov¬ 
ernment here. Like its elder sister in 
the far distant North-west, the Argen¬ 
tine Republic, born of an unrevengeful 
spirit of revolution, by its honest pur¬ 
poses, its steady abhorrence of personal 
ambition, and its mastery of every hin¬ 
drance in the way of public welfare, has 
already won the respect and co-opera¬ 
tion of the very power from which it 
withdrew its allegiance, that it might 
transplant the genius of its inherited 
devotion to the arts, the sciences and 
good Government to fresher and more 
recipient soil. 

It is an easy and a pleasant duty 
to execute the commands of a Govern¬ 
ment, which could ask nothing wrong 
in the councils of a sister nation ut¬ 
terly incapable of witholding any right. 
Such Sir, has been the real cause of 
the unbroken friendly relations be¬ 
tween our sister Republics of North 
and South America through a long 
period of time at peace with each other, 
and in full accord in all that pertains 
to the economy of civil Government,

We held our meeting of the God. 
Committee to-day, when the invitations 
from Bath and Manchester were read, 
the latter city being chosen for the 
meeting of 1887. Next year’s meeting 
is to be at Birmingham, and tho Pre¬ 
sident will be Sir Wm. Dawson, Rector 
of the Montreal University. This com¬ 
pliment will be appreciated by the 
Canadians as a testimony of the plea¬ 
sant recollections that all of us pre¬ 
serve of the meeting at Montreal.

With much pleasure we publish the 
following debate, which will be read 
with interest by all, since it goes to 
show that thero exists in our Legis- 
ture a public spirit superior to political 
intrigue or Government influence :— 
Deputy Ocampo—I wish to know whe¬ 
ther army officers are at liberty to accept 
employment from the Provincial Go¬ 
vernments, because I understand that 
the province of Catamarca has several in 
its employ. I shall merely mention 
one, Maldones, whose name is un¬ 
happily couplod with the disgraceful 
disturbances of tho 13th Sept. 

Now, I wish to know whether this 
Maldones, who is a Sergeant-Major 
and Gefe do Policia in Latamarca, is 
entitled to, and whether he obtains, the 
salary attached to his rank in the 
army ? I also wish to know whether 
Captain Quiroz, who is at present 
Professor in the National College, 
obtains his salary as captain in the 
army ? I may remark that this gen 
tleman is likewise Commander of Gen¬ 
darmes in the Province, Aide-de- 
Oarnp to the Governor, and head of 
the Provincial Topographic and Sta¬ 
tistical Bureau. He is entitled to 


Minister of War—Our nature leads 
us to believe that the rest of the world 
share our sentiments. I may observe 
that the good name of tho Argentine 
Army is infinitely beyond the reach of 
the individual acts of any of its mem¬ 
bers. These acts, although they may 
bo punishable, cannot injure or dis¬ 
honour the army. Indeed, it would be 
a poor army that should be affected by 
the criminal act of a subaltern. 

With reference to Maldones, I may 
state that he figures in the Budget for 
110 dollars. 

Deputy Ocampo—I cannot vote a 
salary for this officer who, before my 
eyes, tore the colors, trampled them 
under foot, and levelled so many other 
insults at the honor of tho nation. I 
wish to know if the decree still exists 
prohibiting the employment of officers 
by the Provincial Governments ? 

Minister of War—No such decree 
was issuod. A general order to that 
effect was given in 1879, and is still 
in force. No officer is allowed to ac¬ 
cept employment from the Provincial 
Governments without the previous con¬ 
sent of tho National Government. Ne¬ 
vertheless, civil posts are excepted. 
This order was dictated by tho actual 
President of the Republic, then Mi¬ 
nister of War. Those officers in the 
employ of the Provincial Governments 
are always subject to National au¬ 
thority. Their acts, in the fulfilment 
of their duties, must be traced to the 
Provincial Governments, by whom they 
are employed and not to the National 
Executive. Hence, the reason the 
Ministry does not interfere. Now, Jif 
Deputy Ocampo thinks that the Na¬ 
tional Government should not give 
thorn their pay, he can vote against 
this item in the Budget. 

Deputy Mausilla—I am opposed to 
the Minister’s theories. Our Budget 
is essentially a political law. It is a 
powerful weapon, by which the mi¬ 
nority can refuse the Government re¬ 
sources with which certain liberties 
accorded by the Constitution to the 
citizen can be suppressed. In my 
opinion, whether a military man may or 
may not enter the service of a Provincial 
Government, is not a point for discus¬ 
sion. The National Government has 
the facility co accord or refuse permis¬ 
sion. It is already a custom amongst 
us, but whether this custom is an evil 
or not is not a question which we shall 
endeavour to solve at the present mo¬ 
ment. But what we must well under¬ 
stand is, that a soldier can never be 
free from the authority of his superior. 
Thus, if an officer commits a criminal 
act, thereby dishonouring the army, 
tho Minister of War cannot legally 
say, "it is not my duty to punish 
him.” 

I agree with my hon. colleague, a 
criminal act is a dishonor to the army, 
and much more so when the criminal 
act consists in trampling the colors of 

the Nation in a complete state of ine¬ 
briety. 

The Minister is obliged to name a 
commission of officers to inquire into 
the case, to communicate the results of 
their investigations, and if the delin¬ 
quent be found guilty to expel him 
from the ranks of the army. We can¬ 
not punish this officer, we are conse¬ 
quently justly entitled to refuse him 
his pay. 

With regard to the officer with so 
many salaries, let us leave him alone. 
In any case he is an industrious and 
hard-working man, and the point be¬ 
longs to the sphere of action of the Mi¬ 
nistry of War. What we must de¬ 
mand, what we must obtain is the res¬ 
triction not the abuse of this faculty, to j 
allow officers to enter the employ of 
Provincial Governments at a moment 
when the electoral campaign has 
begun. 

In the army to be respectable and 
respected, no hesitation should be dis¬ 
played in severely punishing all acts 
tending to dishonor our army. We 
must not think that services of yester¬ 
day can disculpate the crimes of to-day. 
We must be impartial. 

Moreover, I may observe that it is 
dangerous to allow officers to enter 
the employ of Provincial Governments, 
for their acts will be naturally traced 
to the President of the Republic and 
the Minister of War, who accorded 
them this permission. 

Minister of War : Respecting the 
line of conduct pursued by Government, 
it may be remarked that in the case of 
employees . they are always under their 
immediate superiors.” 

The debate ended in a general dis¬ 
cussion on the disturbance which took 
place in Catamarca on the 17 th Sept, 
on the occasion of Dr Irigoyen’s arri¬ 
val. The item (Maldones’ pay) was 
finally approved, in consequence of 
Deputy Ocampo withdrawing, as he 
stated, all objections.

The following extract from this mag¬ 
nificent State papor, just published, re¬ 
fers to Ireland: 

“I have reserved until the close the 
mention of Ireland. 

The change just effected in our re¬ 
presentative system is felt to have been 
a large one even in Groat Britain } but 
it is of far wider scope in Ireland, 
where the mass of the peoplo in bor¬ 
oughs as well as counties have, for the 
first time, by the free and almost un¬ 
solicited gift of tho Legislature, been 
called to exorcise the Parliamentary 
franchise. They will thus, in the com¬ 
ing Parliament, have improved means 
of making Known, through tho Irish 
members, their views and 


poison of religious ascendency, in its 
various forms, has been expelled from 
the country; and the condition of the 
cultivators of the soil, constituting the 
majority of tho people, which had been 
a scandal and a danger to tho Empire, 
has boen fundamentally improved, at 
the cost of no small effort, by the action 
of Parliament. 

But the wants of Ireland have to be 
considered, as well as her grievances. 
Down to this hour Ireland has continu¬ 
ed greatly in arrear both of England 
and of Scotland, with respect to those 
poweis of local self-government which 
associate the people, in act and feel¬ 
ing, with the law, and which lie at the 
root, as I believe, of political stability, 
of the harmony of classes, and of na¬ 
tional strength. This is a serious evil ; 
and it is the moro to be regretted, be¬ 
cause both the circumstances and the 
geographical position of Ireland may 
appear to invest her, as a portion of 
the Empire, with special claims to a 
liberal interpretation and application 
of the principles, which the people of 
Great Britain have traditionally held so 
dear. 

Whatever be the obligations of the 
party now in power to those known in 
the existing Parliament as Irish Na¬ 
tionalists, the Liberals of England and 
Scotland will have to draw the inspir¬ 
ations of their future policy from a 
higher source, and to cast aside the re¬ 
collections of party action during the 
last few years, which ought not to pre- 
j udice in any way any j ust claim of the 
Irish people. Neither should those 
claims be hindered on account of any 
premature and prejudicial words which 
may have been spoken in the acutest, 
that is the electioneering, stage of a 
long and too bitter controversy. 

Nothing can be easier than to mar 
and intercept, by narrow prejudices 
and by appeals to passion, any adjust¬ 
ment of this important question ; which 
cannot be satisfactorily handled unless 
it be approached, on the one side and 
on the other, in a spirit of enlighten¬ 
ed moderation. 

Should such a spirit happily prevail, 

I cannot believe that the political 
genius of these nations, illustrious in 
the history of the world, will prove in¬ 
adequate to the solution of the problem, 
without the heavy drawback of embit¬ 
tered civil strife. If such strife should 
now unhappily arise between Ireland 
aud Great Britain, the one may readily 
reproach and condemn the other, but 
the broader opinion of the civilised 
world, will, I conceive, alike censure 
both. 

In my opiuion, not now for the first 
time delivered, the limit is clear within 
which any desires of Ireland, constitu¬ 
tionally ascertained, may, and beyond 
which they cannot receive the assent of 
the Parliament. To maintain the su¬ 
premacy of the Crown, the unity of the 
Empire, and all the authority of Par¬ 
liament necessary for the conservation 
of that unity, is the first duty of every 
representative of the people. Subject 
to this governing principle, every grant 
to portions of the country of enlarged 
powers for the management of their 
own affairs is, in my view, not a source 
of danger, but a means of averting it, 
and is in the nature of a new guarantee 
for increased cohesion, happiness, and 
strength. 

We have no right to expect that the 
remedial process in human affairs shall 
always be greatly shorter than the pe¬ 
riod of mistakes and mis-government. 
And if in the case of Ireland, half a 
century of efforts at redress, not always 
consistent or sustained, and following 
upon long ages for which as a whole we 
blush, have still left something to be 
attempted, we ought not to wax weary 
in well doing, nor rest until every claim 
which justice may be found to urge 
shall have been satisfied. 

The main question is, whether it is 
for the interests of all the three coun¬ 
tries that the thorough and enduring 
harmony which has now been long es¬ 
tablished, but only after centuries of 
manful strife, between England and 
Scotland, should include Ireland also. 
My personal answer to the question is 
this: I believe history and posterity 
will consign to disgrace the name and 
memory of every man, be he who he 
may, and on whichever side of the 
Channel he may dwell, that, having 
the power to aid in an equitable settle¬ 
ment between Ireland and Great Bri¬ 
tain, shall use that power not to aid, 
but to prevent or to retard it. If the 
duty of working for this ond cannot bo 
doubted, then I trust that, on the one 
hand, Ireland will remember that she 
too is subject to the authority of reason 
and justice, and cannot always plead 
the wrongs of other days in bar of sub¬ 
mission to them; and that the two 
sister kingdoms, aware of their over¬ 
whelming etrength, will dismiss every 
fear except that of doing wrong, and 
will make yet another effort to com¬ 
plete a reconciling work, which has al¬ 
ready done so much to redeem the past, 
and which, when completed, will yet 
more redound to the honour of our 
legislation and our race.

At the same time I 
may tell you I have in the river at 
the present time three beautiful heifers 
and two bulls which I hope will be in 
Messrs Bullrich’s yard to-morrow.

Mr. Stephen Robinson, Lyuhales, 
makes public the butcher’s report of the 
dressed weight of a Hereford steer, 
got by Mr. Robinson’s stock bull 
Highland Laird. The animal was 1 
year 5 months and 2 weeks old and 
his weight was 33 score 7 lbs.—667 
lbs. This is certainly a very good ex¬ 
ample of early maturity in the Here¬ 
ford breed. 

Mr. E. J. Morris, of Stapleton Court 
Farm, Presteign, writes to a contempo¬ 
rary advocating the cross between the 
Hereford bull and tho Sborfchorned 
cow for the purposes of the ordinary 
mixed husbandry and dairying. He 
says :—"I have made mauy experi¬ 
ments in crossing the two breeds, and 
found that the Hereford bull was *>7 
far the most impressive sire. Calves 
sired by tho Hereford resembled their 
sire much more closely in colour, Lair, 
and flesh tJaaa calves sired by the 
Shorthorn ; and the Cheltenham butch¬ 
ers have told me that the best oxen 
they hang up in their shops are bred 
in that way, always possessing a great 
amount of lean meat with great apti¬ 
tude to fatten. It will also be remem¬ 
bered that the champion ox at Isling¬ 
ton last show was bred in the same 
wiy. I would, therefore, strongly re¬ 
commend farmers keeping a herd of 
Shorthornod dairy cows to cross them 
with a Hereford bull. They will get 
much hardier and better steers and 
barrens; while many of the heifers 
will turnout good milkers, and the bad 
ones can be weeded out after their first 
calf and fed. 

I am perfectly certain,after a long ex¬ 
perience in each breed, that the Here¬ 
ford is not nearly so liable to disease as 
the Shorthorn. Hoose in calves and 
yellows in cows are nearly unknown in 
Hereford herds, while there is no doubt 
as to their superior hardiness and lon¬ 
gevity, I have myself a descendant cf a 
cow which was born when her dam was 
over thirty years of age, and which bred 
twin bulls (entered at the Hereford 
Herd Book) in her thirtieth year.” The 
opinion thus expressed by Mr Morris 
are (says the Mark Lane Express) pre¬ 
cisely those which have been pro¬ 
mulgated by Mr. Thomas L 
Miller, of Beecher, Illinois, U.S.A., 
for some years past. For out-and-out- 
thorough good persistency in advocat¬ 
ing the claims of the Hereford breed 
of cattle, Mr. T. L. Miller, has pro¬ 
bably no equal, and certainly no su¬ 
perior, and one of his strongest 
claims has all along been in 
respect of the value of the cross 
between the Hereford bull and the 
Shorthorn cow for the purpose of mixed 
husbandry, which required that the 
animals should be reared from the paib 
that the cows should be profitable 
milchers, and that the steers and bar¬ 
rens should make good useful beef 
after winter feeding. These are not 
Hereford conditions—which are based 
on the calf sucking its dam, and the 
beef being made, or at least finished, on 
grass—but essentially shorthorn condi¬ 
tions, to which the cross is said to be 
so well adapted, and now that the 
Herefords are being better represented 
in out-of-district show-yards, it will, 
in all probability be given a more ex¬ 
tensive trial.

The bullish boom was in full effervescence 
this morning as the rnurket opened under the 
pressure of u heavy gold doman 1 from outside 
and speculative quarters. There was quite a 
breeze at the ring and but for the Btrenuous 
efforts of the bears the premium would have 
risen like a rocket. The speculation is now 
in full blast, and the bears, under the hopeful 
influences of the loan and the busy season, 
have opened a tremendous fire on the bulls, 
who lu»ld their ground with comparative 
facility, owing to the great scarcity of gold 
and the squeeze on those who sold short. 
This was, in fact, the first speculative battle 
of the month and the bulls, it must be con¬ 
fessed, remained masters of the field, in spite 
of the alight decline in the premium ; closing 
rates were a fraction under opening prices. 

The bears put in an appearance to-day for 
the first time this month. They had been 
stragglers up to the present, but they have 
finally turned up with some elements and in 
numbers of some importance. The London 
bankers and the French ‘artistas’ are rocking 
the cradle of this bearish speculation with the 
bright hopes of active wool shipments and of 
sovereigns shoveled into the holds of Lamport 
& Holt steamers to feed the wants of our gold 
markot. The large sales effected to-day for 
the end of November and the gigantic opera¬ 
tions for the end of the month show the turn 
in the speculation. The bulls, however, wore 
prepared for the squsll, and they were con¬ 
siderably reinforced by parlies who wore in 
haste to buy back what they had sold short. 
It remains to be seen if the bears can con¬ 
tinue their attack on the bullish speculation 
on the samo heavy scale of this morning’s 
speculation. If they do the bulls are doomed, 
although nobody anticipates a stiff fall in quo¬ 
tations 

Operations in gold for cash embraced 
§149,000; the market opened at 46, rose to 
45,40, fell to 44.80, end closed at 44.90, firm. 
Twenty five thousand were sold for Saturday 
at 44.70 to 44.50. Operations for the end of 
the month amounted to $ 7 2o,ooo; rates opened 
at *4.50, rose to 45, fell to 44, and closed 
pretty firm at 44.10. Nearly $3oo,ooo were 
sold for the end of November at 43£ to 43. 
Fifty thousand were sold for the end of the 
year at 42 and 42.20. Small amounts were 
sold for January and February at 42. Opera¬ 
tions during official hours amounted to 
§1,224,000, the busiest day of the month up 
to date. 

But for the fact that this was a kind of li¬ 
quidation day, the premium would have fallen 
to a lower rate, but considerable amounts, 
that had beon sold short since the first days of 
the month, fell due, and this fact helped the 
bulls to a considerable extent. The bears 
operated -with great rigor this morning and 
they bad in their favor the bearish prospects 
of Dext fortnight and the firm reaction through 
which the exchange market is passing, 
which necessarily puts a stop, to a certain 
extent, to the efflux of specie from this market. 

The scarcity and high prices of gold are 
frightening takers out of the exchange mar¬ 
ket, and rates are rising in consequence. Bills 
were offering to-day at 45£ and 47 d., but 
few takers oven at the latter rate. The pros¬ 
pects of the market point to a steady rise in 
rates. Affairs in the produce markets are be¬ 
coming daily more lively and the country is 
emerging slowly from the lethargy of winter. 
On the 17th our irrepressible friends, the 
French “artistas”, will invade the markets in 
force and hasten the active reaction that is 
dawning. Paper money is no longer so 
easy ; discounts were quoted to-day all round 
at 61 0/0, with few exceptions. Small 
amounts of sovereigns were sold at J to,} 0/0 
premium; holders ask 1 0/0 and more for 
large amounts ; gold discounts are not quoted, 
as there is nothing doing. The rise in ex¬ 
change, the renewed activity in produce, and 
rise in the premium on special gold, suffice to 
put astop to the export of specie for some 
time to come, and this is an immense relief to 
the market. 

To judge by the weakness of Cedulas E an<I 
F, and the increasing firmness of Series G, 
holders of the former are letting go to buy the 
latter and thus secure a higher interest on 
their capital. The G issue ruled remarkably 
hard to-day at 85£, whilst the 6 0/0 Cedulas 
looked weak and with a tendency to fall lower. 
Operations embraced 1000 E at 80}- for cash, 
53,000 F for cash at 80} to 80}, 19,000 do for 
^ Over two hundred thou¬ 
sand G w ere sold at S5£ for cash, 16th, and 
for the end of the month 
The Board of the National Bank have de¬ 
cided to distribute a 6 0/0 dividend to share¬ 
holders for the half-year ending June 30th. 
The delays of the Board in declaring this di¬ 
vidend are accounted for by the fact that no 
resolution could be passed before the vote on 
the Forced Currency Bill was known. The 
Bill grants full dividends to the shareholders 
and a fresh issue of 12 millions to the Bank. 
Two huudred certificates were sold this morn¬ 
ing, before the news was known, at 110 for 
the end of the month. 

Mr M Trebiuo, the popular coal-king, fa¬ 
vors us with the following coal report :— 

“ The total arrivals of coal this fortnight, at 
this port and at Montevideo, amounted to 75oo 
tons only, embracing all kinds. The bulk of 
arrivals was for account of railway and gas 
companies. 

“ Cardiff coal—In spite of the reduced ar¬ 
rivals, the market is well supplied with the 
heavy consignments of the previous fortnight. 
The last cargo prices were at 1H to 12 §m/n 
placed in the Biachuelo. The market closes 
with a firmer feeling. 

“Glasgow coal—Purveyors and consumers 
are well supplied for some time to come. The 
last sales were two cargoes for the Riachuelo 
at 10 and 10} m/n. The market closes weak. 

“Newcastle nut coal—Last arrivals have 
supplied consumers. Cargo sales effected were 
done at 9 to lOm/11 gold, placed in the Ria¬ 
chuelo. 

“ English coke—Little demand, as consu¬ 
mers are well supplied. Last lots were sold 
at 18 to 20 m/n on board. The market, closes 
weak. 

“ Brickets—Last sales were effected at 
10 m n paper, on board in the Riachuelo. 

“ Cadiz salt—Two cargoes on the way out, 
and forwarded before the closing of the port, 
have been sold at 11 rls for this market and 
12rlsfts. gold for the rivers. The market 
closes firm.” 

In the South market a cargo of produce 
from Curumalan was sold to-day, andatsplen- 
did prices. Sheepskins at 25} rls, “desechos” 
at 19 rls, cow hides at 216, and horse hair 
at 175. 

There was a rather better feeling in the 
maikets to-day. It is supposed on account 
of the high premium on gold, and consignees 
of produce look forward to free and active 
sales with gold at 50 premium. 

Colonel Arue was welcomed on ’Change and 
congratulated on his recovery from his recent 
illness ; also Mr Henry Tomkinson, who is 
quite himself again, and whose numerous 
friends are delighted to see him back at his old 
place on ’Change. 

There is a steady demand in the market for 
good estancia land, and several parties have 
applied to the Land and Colonies Office for 
Government lands. 

Mr. Gilmour, of London, left this morning 
for his estaneia at Venado Tuerto, He will 
return to town in a few days. Our advices 
from there and from Loreto are now most 
favorable. One correspondent writes us that 
the camps out there are now a perfect garden, 
and sheep and cattle are doing well.

During afterhours gold was evidently short 
and the premium rose rapidly for cash!

About two hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars were sold for the end of 
the month at 44} to 40, and 50,000 for the 
end of November at 43 \ to 44.} The market, 
at five p.m., closed with sellers at 46 for cash 
and 45} for the end of the month. The rise 
this evening was so rapid, that many thought 
that some bad news had leaked out, but no¬ 
thing transpired beyond the well-known fact 
that gold is remurkably scarce, at present 
on ’Change and outside. 

The Financial Committee of the Houso of 
Deputies vs ill report favorably on the Loan 
Bill.
